HOW TO USE YOUR VACUUM CLEANER 


(1) Dust tank release button (7) ‘Hose socket 


(2) Handle of the dust tank (8) Dust tank 

(3) Airflow regulator (9) Filter 

(4) Telescopic tubes (10) Power button 

(5) Hose (11) Cord rewind button 


(6) Floorbrush (12) Crevice 


Always disconnect the appliance from the mains socket before assembling or disassembling 
accessories. 

Connecting the hose 

¢ To fit the hose, push it firmly into the hose socket on the front of the appliance until the 
hose clicks into place. 

¢ To remove the hose, press the release tabs on the hose sides and pull the hose out of the 
appliance. 

Connecting tubes and accessories 

1. Attach the bigger end of the tubes into the hose handle. 

2. Adjust the tubes to your desired length. 

e Push forward the switch on the tube then adjust. Release the switch until 


the desired length is achieved. 
3.Attach the desired cleaning accessory to the 


end of the tube. 
e Thecrevice can be used for cleaning corners, 
edges or small spaces. 
¢ Dual position carpet / floor brush (Drawings for 
reference only). 


Position 1: 
Bristles extended 


Position 2: 
Bristles retracted 
For carpets 
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For hard floors 


To remove the tubes and accessories,hold each piece tightly and pull firmly apart. 


CLEANING & MAINTAINING YOUR VACUUM CLEANER 


Always switch off the appliance and unplug from the mains socket before carrying out any 
maintenance or cleaning. 


Clean the outside of the appliance with the damp cloth,. Dry thoroughly before use. 


Empty the dust tank when the dust reaches the MAZ line. 


1.Press the dust tank release button to remove the dust tank. < ry —_— 


2.Hold the dust tank over a trash receptacle and then push the latch downwards to open the door on 


the bottom of the dust tank. Empty the dust tank. 


3.After emptying. Close the dust tank door until a click is heard. 


Cleaning the Filter 


Itis very important to keep the filter clean to maintain maximum performance from the 
vacuum. Clean the filter regularly. 


1. Remove the filter unit from the dust tank by turning it anticlockwise. 
2. Release the latch to open the cover of the filter unit. 


3. Remove the HEPA from the separator 


4. Tap the filter against a trash receptacle. Wash all parts under running water. 
Dry thoroughly. 


¢ DONOT USE DETERGENTS TO CLEAN ALL PARTS. 


5. Put the filter back into the separator and then Place them in the container. 

6. Close the cover by pressing the latch until a click is heard. 

7. Put the filter unit into the dust tank into the dust tank. 

e Make sure that the arrow on the filter unit is aligned with the unlock symbol on 
the dust tank. 


8. Turn the filter unit clockwise until it locks into position. 


¢ The arrow on the filter unit shall be aligned with the lock symbol on the dust tank. 
9. Attach the dust tank back to the appliance. 


¢ Make sure that the opening on the dust tankis aligned with the air inlet. 


Rewinding the Power Cord 


When notin use, unplug the appliance from the mains socket and then press the 


cord rewind button to feed back the power cord. 


CAUTION: Take special care to rewind the mains cord by holding the plug to avoid 
injury by a whipping action. 
Storage 


Insert the holder of the floor brush with tubes into the storage clip at the rear of the 


appliance.
